Each of the familiar buoys 
shown above has a story to tell. 
If you haven’t been “getting 
their messages”, here’s what 
they mean: 1) Red, even-num¬ 
bered nun buoys—keep them on 
your right entering a channel 
or going upstream (remember: 
red, right, returning). 2) Black, 
odd-numbered can buoys — keep 
them on your left entering a 
channel from seaward or going 
upstream. 3) Black-and-white 
vertical stripes — mid-channel 
marker which can be passed on 
either side. 4) Black-and-red 
horizontal stripes — obstruction 
marker which should be passed 
on side indicated by topmost 
color. For example, if the top 
color is red, keep the buoy on 
the right entering a harbor. 
Clear all buoys by at least 50 
feet, caution Mercury boating 
experts. Also, don't tie up to a 
buoy — it’s a federal offense.

Happenings That Affect the Future of Every Individual 
National and International Problems Inseparable from Local Welfare 

One by one the great and dom¬ 
inant figures of our age pass 
from it. Those who made history, 
for good or ill, become a part of 
history, the final verdicts on what 
they did or failed to do not yet 
having been given. 

A man who rose from the hum¬ 
blest of beginnings, to become an 
outstanding figure of *his time, 
died on June 3. The man was 
Pope John XXIII—the 262nd of 
a line that goes, unbroken, back 
to the Apostle Peter. Not a great 
deal was expected when he was 
elevated to the throne at the ad¬ 
vanced age of 76, and he served 
only about four and a half years. 

Indeed, there was talk at the time 
that the Cardinals who elected 
him might regard him as an “in¬ 
terim” Pope who would largely 
address himself to restoring and 
repairing serious administrative 
problems that had appeared with¬ 
in the Vatican and the sprawling, 
multi-tongued world within a 
world that it represents. His im¬ 
mediate predecessor had permit¬ 
ted the membership of the Col¬ 
lege of Cardinals to seriously de¬ 
cline. 

The new Pope applied himself 
at once. Twenty-three new Cardi¬ 
nals were appointed within two 
and a half months after his coro¬ 
nation and, subsequently, a num¬ 
ber more. Other administrative 
needs—using that word in a very 
broad sense, were taken care of. 

But John XXIII soon made it 
clear that he had no intention of 
being just an “interim” Pope. He 
had seen wars of a kind and 
scope that had never plagued a 
war-weary world before. He had 
seen changes of infinite variety, 
and fatefulness within less than 
one man’s lifetime. He had seen 
the terrifying swiftness with 
which unleashed forces could 
transform, even wholly destroy 
systems, nations, ancient con¬ 
cepts, and perhaps ultimately the 
entire world itself. 

So his mind was given to two 
great goals. One was to bring a 
greater, growing unity and un¬ 
derstanding between all Chris¬ 
tians everywhere — Catholic and 
non-Catholie alike. The other was 
world peace. 

What might be termed the uni- 
versaUsm of Pope John XXI11 
appeared in his “Mater et Mag- 
istra” in 1961. This dealt care¬ 
fully, in a most sympathetic man¬ 
ner, with the problems faced by 
the peoples of the new and de¬ 
veloping nations. Then earlier 
this year, his encyclical “Pacem 
in Terris”—Peace on Earth—was 
issued. And the impact on the 
world, Protestant as well as 
Catholic, was enormous. It was

Vacation College Prospecting Hints

Many families are planning to combine their vacation trips with | 
college-prospecting this summer. If your family plans to join this j 
season’s campus-bound tourists, the guidance director at Agawam 
High School suggests the following hints for your consideration. 

College admission offices do not usually go on vacation during 
the summer. If you desire to talk to an admissions’ officer at a 
college, it’s wise to make an advance appointment, if possible. 

Don’t try to visit too many colleges during a single trip. When 
you get home you will only have a hazy idea of each campus—and 
you and your family certainly won’t have much of a vacation either! 

Before leaving each campus, make some notes on your reactions 
to that particular college. It will help you tremendously later on 
when you finally make up your minds. 

Dress comfortably for the summer weather. It will pay you to 
stop at a service station somewhere and freshen up a bit before ar¬ 
riving at the campus. 

Give the admissions officer accurate information about yourself 
and ask him if he thinks your qualifications are good enough for his 
institution. 

Remember that summertime student body is usually different 
from the regular college student body. Summer school programs 
usually include courses for teachers and other professional groups. 

Before and or after your trip discuss your college-tour itinerary 
with your guidance director about his recommendations that best 
meet your needs and interest. 

Visit with students and alumni of the college'of your choice to 
get their reactions to campus-life.

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PESTICIDE USE ABOUT YOUR HOME 

Be Careful — Be Stingy! 

Following the directions on the label “to the letter”—do not 
double the dosage “for good measure”; do not discard your left-over 
insecticide carelessly: never where it will enter a stream or pond, 
or accumulate in a puddle where pets, birds or children can be ex¬ 
posed to it. 

Chlordane to control ants about the foundation or inside of your 
home will do no harm to birds, but use it sparingly: in concentrated 
form it is extremely toxic. As a liquid at 729? strength (which can 
be purchased in some stores) it will kill a person simply on contact. 
It is an effective agent for crabgrass control, but only at dosage 
rates that will kill all wildlife feeding on your lawn.

One of Agawa-m’s most ancient living things passed into history 
this week. The big elm tree on Elm Street had outlived several 
houses within sight of it as well as several generations of people. 

Attacked by Dutch elm disease and fungus, the great spreading 
branches had shown increasing signs- of decay for several years. 
Tree Warden Elmer Cascio finally made the decision. 

The tree was taken down by Griffin Tree and Landscape Service 
of 431 Springfield St., Agawam. Mr. Griffin estimates that 10 cords 
of wood were trucked away from the spot. He figured the tree to 
be 125 feet high, with a spread of 175 feet. Where the branches 
started out, the trunk was 12 feet thick.and lower down was 7 or 8. 

The heart of the tree had disintegrated to a soft powder, mak¬ 
ing it a serious hazard to life and property. Although the towns¬ 
people haled to part with the ancient landmark, there was nothing 
to do but cut it down. 

Mr. Griffin figured the age to be about 225 years. This is borne 
out by knowledge of local history particularly in the Bodurtha family. 

Facts about old houses written by E. I(. Bodurtha and dated 
1838, mention a cellar hole in back of the elm tree where at one 
time there had been a building. 

Three of the Bodurthas came to settle in the vicinity of Elm 
Street soon after the land grants of 1720. On May 10, 1720, in the 
division of parish land below Agawam River, allotments were made 
to Thomas, Benjamin, Joseph and Samuel Bodurtha or Bedortha. On 
May 28 a lot was set aside for the heirs of Joseph Bedortha, Jr., 
Jonathan also had land here. 

In 1760 the family owned a house about where the fire station 
is and built the one next to it in 1812. At one time, Jonathon, Jos¬ 
eph and Benjamin Bodurtha owned all land from Main Street to the 
airport land on both sides of the road. 

The shape of the elm tree, with so many branches starting from 
the same point, is attributed to the fact that the top was cut off 
when the tree was young. There are several versions of how this 
happened, one being that Roderick Allen’s cows got loose and in the 
process of over-running the neighborhood damaged the tree and the 
top had to be cut. Allen bought 7 acres of land with a house on it 
in 1802, this being on Main Street, second house north of Elm. 
(Later owners Campbell and Van Huesen) 

Through more than two centuries of our history this tree has 
remained, to spread its branches in the cold and sleet of winter and 
the heat of summer sun.

Q. My maid works for me one- 
half day a week and I pay her 
$4.00 a week. Do I have to pay 
social security taxes on her 
wages? 

A. Yes, if you pay her $50 or 
more cash wages in a calendar 
quarter. 

Q. Just who pays the taxes on 
my maid? 

A. The taxes are shared equally 
by you and the worker. 

Q. How much is the social sec¬ 
urity on my maid? 

A. You deduct 3-5/8 percent 
from her wages and add an equal 
amount. 

Q. How do I report the taxes 
due on my maid’s wages and how 
often? 

A. You report them at the end 
of each calendar quarter to the 
District Director of Internal Rev¬ 
enue. Ask your local social sec¬ 
urity office for Booklet 21 that 
explains this more fully. 

Q. Are all household workers 
covered by social security or just 
maids? 

A. Anyone working in or about 
your home may be covered, if you 
pay her more than $50 in cash 
wages for the quarter. 

Q. I’d like to get a social sec¬ 
urity card. Will I need to show a 
birth certificate? 

A. No. You'll need to know 
your correct date of birth, of 
course, but you don’t need a birth 
certificate. 

Q. How much does it cost to get 
a social security card? 

A. There is no charge. 

Q. I am getting social security 
checks for my son who will be 18 
on June 15th. Can he continue to 
get benefits until he has finished 
high school? 

A. Sorry, but when your child 
reaches 18 his payments will be 
stopped. In your case, this means 
no more checks after the one for 
May. 

Q. I’Ll be 62 on July 19, 1963. 
Can I apply for my social security 
now, or do I have to wait until 
I’m 62? 

A. You-can-‘apply three m&nths- 


before you’re 62—April, in your 
case. 

Q. I’m 64 and I’m getting ready 
to retire. Before I do. I’d like to 
find out how much I have earned 
under social security. Is this pos¬ 
sible? 

A. Yes, it is. Obtain and com¬ 
plete our post card form No. 7004 
and mail it to our records office 
in Baltimore. These cards are free 
and we’ll send one to anybody 
who requests one. 

Q. How much social security 
work credit do I need to get dis¬ 
ability checks? 

A. You need at least five years 
work under social security out of 
the ten year period just before 
you became disabled. 

Q. Is the amount of benefits my 
family gets based on the amount 
of money I made before 1 retired? 

A. Yes. All social security bene¬ 
fits are based on your average 
earnings. In figuring this average, 
we disregard your five lowest 
years.

More Gas Stations for Agawam 


The many politically independ¬ 
ent and uncommitted residents of 
Agawam may find interesting 
the topics of discussion during 
the recent meeting of the Aga¬ 
wam Republican Town Commit¬ 
tee. 

Thus, what was behind the is¬ 
suance of a permit by the Dem¬ 
ocratic controlled Board of Select¬ 
men to a local gas station for the 
sale of used cars on the premises? 

In fairness to the other sta¬ 
tions, will they be able to deny 
them similar considerations? 

With more than enough gas 
stations for our needs, where was 
the good judgement in allowing 
two more stations to be set up on 
Main St. 

The last Democratic controlled 
administration issued so many 
gas station permits that a hard¬ 
ship fell upon most of the oper¬ 
ators and several had to close up 
their stations, and as one rides 
about the town they are greeted 
by the empty stare from their 
windows. 

The addition of used cars to 
our over supply of gas stations 
will not present a picture that a 
Van Gogh would wish to paint or 
that we would want to hang on 
our walls. 

Also, how does one go about 
getting an un-metered water sup¬ 
ply from the town? Strong con¬ 
trols had been set up in the part 
whereby a meter had to be at¬ 
tached to a hydrant before the 
water was taken from it, for 


whatever private use desired. The 
control is no longer observed. 

At the forthcoming Special 
Town Meeting on July 8, many 
articles have been added to the 
Warrant which in prior years 
have been discouraged. This could 
be debatable, but attention is 
drawn to the title, that it is a 
special meeting, and its purpose 
should be to act upon items of a 
critical nature that require an 
immediate decision. 

The place for all other articles 
is in the Annual Town Meeting. 
There, costs and effects can be 
judged in their proper perspec¬ 
tive. 

It is believed that people did 
not wish a steady diet of town 
meetings and rely on the elected 
“town fathers” to exercise control 
both in their actions and by 
means of their appointments. 

The obvious thought was raised 
that it appears that a “Pandoras’ 
Box of Opportunity” has been 
opened by the present administra¬ 
tion to the detriment of the pres¬ 
ent and future of the town. 

The high flying rumor about 
town that a liquor license is 
available was discussed. 

Also the loss of a small enter¬ 
prise, wishing to locate here, but 
went elsewhere, when they re¬ 
ceived a sluggish consideration. 

It was again brought out that 
the Town Meeting Members are 
the last line of defense against 
excesses and that contact with 
them does allow one an expres¬ 
sion of thought. 

The “Committee” urges people 
to ask them for an attractive 
town to live in.

an electric water heater, the wa¬ 
ter heater panel. 

Mr. Lyman explained that the 
60-amepere service still in use in 
many homes is generally inad¬ 
equate for today’s modern elec¬ 
tric needs. The company usually 
recommends 100-ampere service, 
or higher, he said. 

“To materially ease the finan¬ 
cial burden of the service en¬ 
trance change, Western Mass. 
Electric will pay for the new 
service entrance up to and in¬ 
cluding the electric service cabinet 
and the main disconnects and ac¬ 
quire ownership of this service 
equipment,” he said. ‘The woi’k 
will be done by local electricians, 
of the customer’s choice.” 

Mr. Lyman said the new policy 
applies to residential, year-round 
customers living in a single or 
two-family dwelling where a 
change of service entrance is 
necessary. 

At the discretion of the sales 
vice-president, who will weigh 
each situation individually, three, 
four or larger family dwellings, 
if individually metered, may be 
included in the plan. A seasonal 
summer cottage or dwelling may 
also be aproved for inclusion in 
the plan by the company's area 
manager, who will be governed 
by the number of months of oc¬ 
cupancy, past kilowatthour rec¬ 
ord, and other information.

Parents of servicemen who died 
in service or veterans who died 
of service-incurred injuries may 
be entitled to dependent parent's 
compensation from the Veterans 
Administration even though pre¬ 
viously denied such payments due 
to their excessive income at the 
time, 

William F. Connors, manager 
of the VA Regional Office at 
Boston stated this week, that his 
office in the last few weeks has 
come across a number of parents 
who at the time of the son’s or 
daughter’s death were not de¬ 
pendent on them, but would now 
be had that son or daughter 
lived. 

Connors explained that many 
parents have since retired on 
such small incomes that they now 
become eligible to receive depend¬ 


ent parent’s compensation from 
the VA. 

Those dependent parents, 
whose son or daughter died of 
service injuries after January 1, 
1957, may qualify for payments 
ranging from $11.00 a month to 
$55.00, while payments to a 
single parent range from $17.00 
to $83.00. If the serviceman’s or 
veteran’s death occurred prior to 
January 1, 1957, single dependent 
parents may elect to qualify for a 
$75.00 payment, two parents'may 
get $40.00 each or choose the pay¬ 
ment schedule outlined above. 

Because all dependent parent's 
compensation awards are keyed 
to certain income limits, Connors 
advised those parents who feel 
they are qualified to apply at the 
VA Regional Office at One Bea¬ 
con Street, Boston, for further 
information.

On Api-il 8, 1959, 170 Austra¬ 
lians — principally school chil¬ 
dren — suffered permanent re¬ 
tinal damage and partial loss of 
central vision in watching an 
eclipse of the sun. 

Similar eye damage may be an¬ 
ticipated over most of North 
America on July 20, 1963, the 
date of our next solar eclipse, to¬ 
tal from Alaska to Maine. A par¬ 
tial eclipse will be visible over 
most of the continent including 
Massachusetts. 

There is real risk or eye dam¬ 
age in viewing an eclipse accord¬ 
ing to the Massachusetts Society 
of Optometrists. Looking directly 
into the sun, even for a few sec- 
ons, involves the possibility of 
permanent retinal damage. Make¬ 
shift methods include dark photo¬ 
graphic negatives, glass that has 
been smoked over with a candle, 


or a card with a pinhole opening. 
NONE of these devices is com¬ 
pletely safe. Unfortunately sun 
glasses are no answer to the 
problem. 

A piece of photo film, overex¬ 
posed on its entire surface and 
developed provides fairly ade¬ 
quate protection. A safe alterna¬ 
tive is a pinhole camera made as 
follows: Punch a clean hole in 
one end of a shoe box with a pin 
or needle. In a darkened room, 
aim the pinhole directly at the 
sun. On the inside surface of the 
other end of the box, you can see 
a clearly defined solar image. 

A solar eclipse has a desevedly 
popular appeal according to the 
Massachusetts Society of Optom¬ 
etrists. In a bulletin to the Lions 
Club Sight Conservation Commit¬ 
tee they emphasize that it should 
not be an occasion for damaging 
our precious vision. If in doubt, 
do not view it except on television 
or newspaper pictures.
